H ig h Sell uni—.W o rk in g in IVo tul. 
A man ual train Lthc school, un d er the 
d irection of Professor. F. W. Locker, Juts 
lately been established by tho sc ho* 
lxmrd of tho city, .in - commotion with tin 
high school, an d results have alread y 
been obtain ed that promise well for tin 
success o f this n ew en terprise. 
Th< 
object of the course is n ot to rn ak* 
fin ished mechan ics in an y d efin ite tn u 
hut rather to give a gen eral train in g that 
shall serve to ren d er boys familiar with 
common tools an d materials of con strue 
tion , an d lay a good foun d ation for un v 
on e of the several mechan ical trad es. 
The course* serve*» also to correct some 
of the ¡Kipular n otion s amon g hoys that 
man ual occupation s are d egrad in g, or at 
an y rate n ot so respectable as occupation s 
requirin g on ly book kn owled ge. 
This 
result is attain ed by placin g the m auua 
train in g course* on an equal fex>tin g w ith 
tho other high School courses, an d re* 
eiuirin g the same atten tion to system an t 
ord er as in an y bran ch of kn owled ge 
taught. 
The course* for the presen t term is 
wood workin g. 
A large lower room of 
the high school build in g has been lit ted 
up with 1 >on chos an d d rawers an d a va 
riety of wood workin g tools. Each ben ch 
is provid ed with a full set of ben ch tools, 
an d each boy has, besid es, a n umber of 
ed ge tools an d a d rawer in which to keep 
them locked when n ot in us» *. 
Each lx>\ 
is required to lu*ep his in d ivid ual tools in 
ord er, an d all the ben ch tools luive their 
proper places on a rack in fron t. whe*r<* 
they must be placed at the en d of t>aeh 
exercise. 
The Ijcn chcs an d U*n ch to* »Is 
are lettered to correspon d , so that it is 
easy to see at a glan ce that everythin g m 
in its proper place. 
The use uf the ten »Is is taught in the 
followin g man n er, it bein g assumed then * 
is on ly on e right way. 
The boys are 
eacli given a plan e, for in stan ce, an d , 
after bein g shown the n ature an d con ­ 
struction of the tool, they are shown how 
to use it properly. 
All this is taught to 
them as a class. 
They are then given 
each a piece of board an d are required to 
prod uce a plan e surface, each bein g 
d rilled un til lie is tolerably proficien t in 
the use of the tool before bein g allowed 
to go on . 
Sawin g is taught in a similar 
m an n er. 
The saw is first d iscussed , an d 
the reason for the teeth bein g sliaped d if­ 
feren tly for crosscut an d rip saws is 
poin ted out. 
A board is then marked 
w ith a scratch awl an d the class is shown 
how to saw to lin e accurately. 
They are 
then each required to saw to given lin es 
un til the lesson is thoroughly taught. By 
keepin g the atten tion of the pupils on on e 
operation at a time an d hold in g it un til 
taught, rapid an d sure progress is mad e.

n orthern hemisphere seems to be d uo to 
the warm, moist air carried by stron g an d 
perman en t ocean curren ts from the t ropica 
n ortheasterly, m both the Pacific an d At­ 
lan tic Ocean s, which make d ie climate 
both moist an d equable in high latitud es. 
In Sitka, latitud e 57 » legs., as much as 100 
in ches of rain have fallen in a year, an d 
tho liarl» or is rarely frozen en ough to 
hin d er the passage of boats. 
In some 
win ters scarcely an y ice is seen .—-Lum­ 
ber World .
